prejudice responsible writing on political assassinations is dismay- 

ing. All tho .j unkip tne irresponsible, the irrationally conjectural and the plain fraud 
is publish 0 , ble and is reviewed and deceives a large sector of the poeple. I had about 
IOC rejections for my first book? without an adverse literary or editorial criticism — 
oi ten with predictions the book ^qjaIcI be a best-seller - before I decided to print it 
myself. As the x'irat ,, undergrouild ,, hook and as Sell reprint it was a best-seller. Dell 
rejectee, it three times before earning to m.. for 'it. This kind of history is what compel- 
led ms to become a publisher. 



The actuality is that despite the time it takes to be a publisher and a distributor 
I have done the basic work in tills field. In recant years, after I started credging 
the literary quickssnds in the National Archives, the form of ay books changed. They are 
heaby with facsimile reproduction of formerly suppressed materials not uncom.’ lonly TOP 
SECRET, some more than half documentary. The reader does not have to rely on my word. If 
this makes for a thicker book, tho reception is fantastic. Much of this comes from my 
U3e of the Freedom of Information Law. I have used it more than any other person and am 
largely responsible for the amending of that law. I have three current cases in coport. 

They yield historically significant records and I reproduce them in the books. 



About a year ago Henry Scarupa of the Baltimore Sun Sunday Magazine did « story 
on me. A typically for a publisher, author and in tills field I maintain a low profile 
because my major interest is in the work I do, perfecting the available record on these 
obfuscated turning points in our history. I have no objection to Henry f s telling you 
anytliing he learned or believes. The sickest answer to your question about biographical 
information is tnat I have been a newspaper reporter, an investigative reporter, a Senate 
investigator ana editor and an intelligence analyst. x t is this background that makes 
it possible for me to have done the definitive work in this general subject.
